Judge Joseph W. Boaton, of MoEean 


oounty.banded down an opinion last week 
in which he declared unconstitutional 
the Act of April 12, 1905, known as the 
road supervisor law. 


The Judge's decision was rendered up- 


on the petition of taxpayers of Foster 
township, which borders on the New 
York State line, who prayed 
for a de- 


Oreo ordering an election on the ques- 
tion of changing the system of taxation 
from a working tax to a cash tax, as 
provided by the new law. He refused 
to grant the petition on the ground that 
the law was unconstitutional. 


Judge Beaton's principal reason de- 


claring the act invalid is that it offends 
against Article III, Section 7, of the 
Constitution, which prohibits special 
legislation. 


This law is special, in that it makes 


possible one system of taxation in one 
tou nship and another in another. 


Judge Bouton snys: 
"It is too plain for argument that the 


legislature cannot say tbatin the township 
of Foster all taxe? for road purposes shall 
be paid in cash, and leave the other town- 
ships, or anothor of them, under a law 
gi\ing the taxpayers the right to work 
out «helr taxes." 


Another strong reason given by the 


Judge, IB that, since tha change from a 
working tax to a road tax Is to be made 
by the others, this law delegates to them 
the law-making power, which is clearly 
•gainst the Constitution. 


We are of the opinion that Judge Bont- 


on has gone over the Constitution with a 
fltio-toothed comb to find an excuse to de- 
fend the rights of those who desire to 
"work oot" their taxes on the roads. We 
suggest 'ohat he take a squint at Governor 
Peunypaoker's senatorial apportionment 
map and gain a little inspiration. In 
tho meantime 
the judges of Bocks, 


Montgomery, Chester and other counties 
went ahead and issued decrees ordering 
.elections on the question of changing the 
systems of taxation. 


The protest going up against the $10 


mileage grab by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company is aoonmmolating in force. 
Time is a phase of this injustice that is 
not generally known. The railroad com- 
pany guarantee to return the $10 deposit 
any time within a year, providing the

A travel- 
ing salesman may use easily a 1000 mile 
book • week, and with the purchase of 
each book an extra ten dollars must be 
deposited. The company takes its time 
In returning thu deposits. It oan be read- 
ily seen that • firm that has a number of 
xnon on the "road," is compelled to have 
thousands of dollars deposited with the 
railroad company from which no Interest 
is derived. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
4X mpany has also just increased the rate 
for shipping dead hnman bodies. A min- 
imum rate of $1.00 has bten established. 
The charge for a corpse to be shipped 
from Tnllytown to Bristol !s one dollar. 
The fact was brought to ilght on Satur- 
day, in the case of a man who was 
killed on the railroad at Tnllytown.

THE NEW PRIMARY LAW. 


With the passage of one of the uniform 


primary election bills, the mass conven- 
tion system which has been so long in ope- 
ration In Bucks county, will be a thing of 
the paat. The bills that have been intro- 
duced provide that there shall hereafter 
b? held annually two primary elections, 
and no more, one upon the second Tues- 
day of January to nominate all officers 
to be elected at the February elections

are to be voted for directly by the people. 


All such primary elections are to be 


held at the regular polling places and by 
the regularly elected election boards. 
Both parties will vote at the same place 
and the primaries will be conducted and 
be under the same legal restrictions as 
the-regular elections. A bill embracing 
these features will be passed, so pay your 
respects and say goodbye to the old mass 
convention.

The work of building the road to New- 
portville and the Middletown township 
ine will be dono by the State Highway 
Department this year. The supervisors 
and committee have struggled.manfully, 
with the Department to have 8 part of the 
urnpike to Tullytown also constructed 
this year, but the fixed rule of the De- 
partment does r.ot permit of any piece- 
work road building, so we are informed. 
However, by waiting until next year the 
Department has agreed to build the en- 
tire stretch from 
Bristol to Tullytown, 


which distance is one mile more than 
was originally contemplated 
by the De- 


partment. 


The bids for building the roads will be 


received by the township surveyor on 
next Tuesday. January 30, promptly fol- 
lowing which date a meeting will be hold 
of the supervisors, good roads committee 
and the State Highway Commissioner for 
the purpose of making awards so that 
work will promptly begin -with the open- 
ing of the spring building season. When 
completed thirteen miles of fine stone 
highways will be built in Bristol town- 
ship this year. With the three miles to 
be built next year between Bristol and 
Tallytown the district will then have 
about sixteen miles of stone roads, all 
constructed under the supervision of the 
State Highway Department. 


The details and plans leading up to 


this happy consummation have 
been 


quietly worked out during the past few 
monthf! by the supervisors and the good 
rnads .committee and it mubt certainly be 
gratifying to the people of the district 
that this good work has at last brought 
its reward and that this year there will be 
greatly changed conditions in Bristol 
township, a change that will make the 
township rank with the progressive ones 
of the State.

The 
fight is ever on, and the victory as far ofl 
as ever. After all, what matters it?

ployed on the Panama Commission, at 
Empire, Canal Zone, writes the Gazette 
concerning a trip which he and a party of 
engineurs took to Ohepo. Mi. Beam has 
promiicd to Bend us gome articles de- 
scribing the conditions in tile zone as he 
lias found them. There ha« been much 
conflicting testimony written concerning 
the life and condition! in that region, 
and our readers will bo piirtlculBrly in- 
terested in learning the real situation 
there. 
Mr. Beam euya, "I may have the 


first of the series of letters in jour hands 
a week after this reaches you." 


START ON THE TRIP. 


Empire, Canal Zone, Jin. 7, 1906. 


Editor Gazette:—Two holidays togeth- 


er, Sunday, December 31st and Monday, 
January 1st. 
Ibis means that work lu 


all 0epartments of the great canal will be 
suspended from Saturday afternoon un- 
til Tuesday morning. 
A party of civil 


engineers and office men meet on the 
Saturday afternoon (rain to 
Panama, 


gome from Gorgona, Empire, Cnlebra and 
Oarozal. By the time the train raaohes 
Panama station, the party amounts to 
fifteen. At the station we leave the Pan- 
ama Railroad's uncomfortable* coaches 
aad entor cabs drawn by (he diminutive 
native horses and we are jolted and 
bumped through, at present, one of the 
filthiest cities of America, to -the water 
front of Panama Bay. A Hnn of ship 
builders had juet launched the day before 
a fifty-four ton schooner, which we have 
bartered (or the maiden trip. 
She is anchored about half a mile out 


in the bay, Panama Bay lioing very shal- 
low, 
We are rowed out to her by the 


"spikaoVe" oarsmen, and at eight o clock, 
high tide, the crew of s>ix, one white and 
five black men, none of whom can habla 
Ingles, (tslk English) have the schooner 
under way. Orders are given to sail to 
Ohepo. 


Ohepo is a little town of two thousand 


inhabitants in the interior, located near 
the Ohepo Rivei, which at high tide is 
navigable. That night we go to sleep 
on de«k in the open Pacific, wrapped in 
blaukets. It is too warm to sleep below, 
and when we awake at four-thirty next 
morning we are opposite the mouth of 
the Rio Ohepo, forty-five mile* from Pan- 
ama. The tide being too low to cross the 
bar and the wind having gone down, 
anchor is dropped and we have to wait 
until night to enter the river. In the 
meantime a party of us monopolize the 
schooner's sma'l boats ..and while the 
others fish for sharks, we row to and 
explore Isla de Ohepillo (Chepillo Island) 
for the purpose of obtaining some freeb 
fruit and if possib'e to try our marks- 
manship on the birds native to Ohepillo. 
Here we obtained loads of souvenirs, 
but lound nothing of extraordinary in- 
terest except the vegetation, beautiful or- 
chids and flowers, orange .and banana 
trees 
loaded 
with 
fruit, 
pineapples, 


yucca, cocoa palms and wild growths of 
the palm which is so carefully cherished 
in the North as a lawn ornament in 
warm weather and as ornament to the 
conservatory in the winter, of a size 
never seen in the north. 


Returning to tha schooner from the 


Island there w»t every variety of tropical 
birds, pelicans—thousands of them, fly- 
ing in flocks high in the air or skimming 
the surface of the ocean, occasionally div- 
ing down into the water for fish. There 
ft ere cranes, flamingos and many other 
varieties of water fowl too numerous to 
mention, some of which we shot and took 
;o the schooner to be told that they were 
no buena a comer" (not good to eat). 


We saw numbers of sharks, cutting the 
water with their dorsal fine, enormous 
>nrtles and schools of flying fish. 
FLOCKS OP SOREAMIN9 PARROTS. 


By the time we reached the schooner, 


;he tide and wind i^eing favorable we set 
sail and reached the mouth of the Chepo 
an hoar before sunset. Flocks of green 
and many colored parrots flew back and 
!orth across the Ohepo uttering tlieir dis- 
oordant oriea. Polly has a rancaa voice 
in captivity, one can disturb a neighbor- 
lood. Imagine thousands of them Bcream- 
ng with all their lung power. 


ANCHORED AT ANDALUSIA. 


At about nine o'clock we anchored off 


Andalusia the place of disembarkation 
for Obepn. That night we spent on board 
without incident except that we heard 
;he occasional weird howl of a congar or 
jaguar from the dense jungle bordering 
;he Chepo. 


IN A FOREST OP MONKEXS. 


In the morning we disembarked. There 


were sixteen Indian ponies and guides 
awaiting us, by pre arrangement, 
and 


each of us mounted one of the small wiry 
animals and set forth, first through a 
swamp into which the horses sank to the 
saddle girths. Then tha trail led through^ 
a forest where were seen monkeys, sloths,' 
parrots, occasionally deer, a boa-con- 
strictor, hundreds of gay plumaged birds 
and many eights new to the Northerner. 
Finally we emerged from the forest and 
lad seven miles of rolling prairie to cover 
and here we tested the mettle of our 
steeds to oar entire satisfaction. The 
little animals ere untiring and can go 
like the wind. Arriving in Chepo we 
were royally received by the Alcalde 
(mayor) and ware properly dmad. 


HUNTING SOUVENIRS. 


Here we were shown the sights of the 


town. No matter how poor a Spanish 
town is, it has an impoeiung cathedral. 
Ohepo consisted merely of several streets 
of bamboo houses roofed with thatch, 
but it has a very imposing etone cathe- 
dral. 


True to the American instinct, after 


being shown the town and inhabitants, 
(most of them black) we began souvenir 
hunting 
securing 
Boma deer antlers, 


skina, bnwie knives, machetes 
(war 


swords of the natives) and many similar 
articles, moat of us having in mind the 
decoration of a den, present or prospec- 
tive, in a place called home. 


AN ALLIGATOR HUNT. 


Near Ohepo we had a cool plnnge in 


the river, clear as crystal and actually" 
cold. This was indeed a luxury, 
fresh 


water bathing. 
Out-of-doors bathing is 


not popular here on account of the super- 
abundance of sharks. 
After making our 


adieus to the Alcalde, and expressing oar 
appreciation of his hospitality and with 
assurances from him of the delight he 
felt at being honored by a visit by the 
caballeros (gentlemen) connected with 
the great commission and cries from the 
natives of Adios amigos americanos" 
(adieu, American friends) we ride away 
from Obepo well satisfied with our recep- 
tion. 
The ride to Andalusia was with- 


out Incident and by Monday evening at 
four o'clock we were ready for an alligat- 
or hunt. We did not have to, hunt for 
them. They were there by the hundreds, 
great, long shiny reptiles, basking on the 
mud from which the tide bad receded. 
We shot at and hit numbers of them. 
Some of them were not even startled, 
their armor plate glancing the balls off, 
while others lashed themselves into a 
fury and on a number of occasions we ex- 
pected the boat in which we were rowing 
to be splintered. 
As soon as one of the 


'gators was bit in a vulnerable part he 
would make for the water and sink like a 
stone. They are said to come to the sur- 
face in three days, bat as we bad not three 
days to wait we curried no 'gator skins 
home with ns. 
'

WEEOKED. 


Next morning we expectftd to De in 


Panama, but going down the river we 
struck an old tree in the river and were 
stranded. We were freed from this in 
about nine boars and got to the mouth 
of the Ohepo, only to have the wind and 
tide again leave us in the larch. 
* 


When we finally started up the Pacific 


with a good breeze, we landed in Pana- 


ma three days overdue, to find the Amer- 
ican consulate, the Panainaian authorit- 
ies and the Islhmian canal commission 
very much excited and stirred up, a rum- 
or having beun 
circulated 
that our 


nhooner was wrecked and all on board 
drowned. 
We met the launch with a 


search party aboard leaving Panama 
Bar as we were entering. 


The officials were oil so glud to a.id 


everybody safe that we were not even re- 
primanded for overstaiyng our timo by 
three days. 


So we proceeded to our various stations 


along the line of tha big ditch and felt 
in a better humor for combatting the 
Isthmian malaria fever and the rest of 
the thousand and one ills that thrive in 
the tniat covered mismiatio ranal zone.

STATE LOTTERIES. 


They Were Once Very Common * 


Very Popular In Europe. 


Lotteries were common In ancient 


Rome, and during the middle ages lot- 
teries were utilized by the Italian mer- 
chants for the disposal of their goods. 
Some of the Italian states then adopted 
the lottery as a means of raising reve- 
nue, and the Institution of state lot- 
teries atterward became very com- 
mon and very popular throughout Eu- 
rope. 
The earliest English state lottery of 


which there Is any record was In 15C9 
when 40,000 chances were sold at 10 
shillings each, the drawing taking 
place In the west door of St. Paul's 
cathedral. 


The prizes consisted of articles of 


plate, and the profits were employed 
for the repair of certain harbors. Early 
In the reign of Queen Anne private lot- 
teries were suppressed "as public nui- 
sances," but government lotteries, how- 
ever, were still maintained, and from 
1709 to 1824 considerable .sums were 
annually raised In lotteries authorized 
by acts of parliament 


The average yearly profit to the gov- 


ernment from 1793 to 1824 was over 
£340,000. On the ground of Injury to 
public morals lotteries of all kinds 
were abolished In England In 1826.— 
London Saturday Review.
